-like Prince, Maelgwn G*yn*dd about A.D.^^O. In the beginning of the Sixth Century it was called Twr "Bronwen 
y Brenrrinoedd,from Bronwen, the Daughter V)f Prince ILyr of Harlech, who probably lived in the Caftle;arid thf 
higheft Turret of it, to this day, goes by the na\ne of Bronwens Tower. This Fortrefs was rebuilt, or repaird, about 
the Year &77* D > Collwyn abTangno, one oftke fifteen Tribes of North Wales, and Lord of E\ i o ny dd, Ardiidwy 
and part of ULyn ; and from him it was called Oaer-Coll wyn, or CollMvn s Caftle. This venerable Caftle isperhnps 
the oldeft remains of all the Britifh Forts; and \ moft ftately Structure of invulnerable ftrength both by Art 
and Vatu re , being fituated on a lofty Rock which commands a fine Bay of the Sea, and the Pa fs age of entrance ' 
upon that Coatt .
